SHOULD THE FARMER FOOT THE BILL? 

The atate of Kentucky ia unfortunately far behind the times in 
the mailer of taxation laws. The Commission, appointed l,y the last 
General Assembly to investigate the taxation of the state and the sys- 
tems used by other stales, has made its report to the Governor with 
ainie suggestions of value. 

Their conclusion is that the present system, while well adapted to 
the conditions existing w lieu it was established, baa loug since been 
outgrowu. It fails to produce the revenue that would be derived from 
other svsteiiis, ami lay* the burden of taxation iijkiu the farmer. More 
than this, il limits the industrial enterprise which would add largely 
to the revenue of the state, and is prohibitive to many industries 
which under other laws would come to Kentucky. 

I'nder the present system thr fnimtr uho hat an income of $~>IM) 
(■ pmffktg In f,( in nt, or $89. feu . while Ihe ou ner of ttockt ami 
t>on<l* or Ihe manufacturi r irho hat an income of $7*0. it paying 
only$Hitau The Commission called to mind the well know fact 
that there is great evasion and lalsifying in the matter of returna of 
intangible properly which iu turn leads to the assessment of teal ea 
late far Mow its value ami results iu an inequality of assessment in 
the different entities that caunot lie corrected 

A constitutional amendment providing for another system of tax 
atiou entirely different ia strongly advocated. This proposed amend- 
ment should lie very carefully studied by all tax payera aud voters, 
as it will iilTect very materially the welfare of the state. 

Ceitaiti alisiuiiities are brought out. The revenue from the dog 
tax alone in 1911 was 9117,661 , while the revenue received from 
taxations on corporations, credits, slocks and bonds amounted ouly to 
11X7,026 , which is f.'U less than that received from the dog tax. 
The Kentucky voters should bid a hasty faienell to the present fossil 
i/.d and deciiledlv antique system of luxation which has Income use 
less through advanced age. — ■ H I

A tunnel between Knglund and 
Prunce beneath the English channel 
was first prnpoBfd at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century by Mathleu.r 
a French ml-iltig engineer Fifty yeara 
later the scheme was financed, but It 
was not until 1S67 thi t It seemed that 
the project would be actually at- 
tempted At that time there were a 
doren or riore plans for rail com- 
munication between the two countrlea. 
The accepted scheme was that of a 
tunnel bored beneath the bed of the 
channel The estimated cost of the 
undertaking was about £10,000,000.

The drfent of Governor Seward was 
a great disnpiHiintment to Mr Weed, 
and as he was preparing to leave the 
convention city he was naked to visit 
Mr Lincoln nt Springfield He did not 
do ao at I hat lime, but went to Iowa. 
« MM he had planned to rest, but on 
his way back to Albany he did slop 
nnd had a live hour conversation with 
the nominee of hla party 

It was that conversation that began 
a friendship that lusted through the 
life of Mr Lincoln, und this last Mter 
was one of many that passed between 
the men.
